the 
prime minister declared flatly a 
ncn-aggression

eign policy is beautifully simple: 
they want peace with justice 
and prosperity with security.

It has turned its back 
on isolationism and has under­ 
tak en to co-operate with democ­ 
racies to restrain distatorships. It 
believes the country at large will 
support it in this regard.

In an address at Sorosis Monday

ture of democracy, and said th at 
unsettled conditions in th e world 
today “ cause us to look to th e 
foundatir.ns of our society.” 
Dr. K irke rs subject was ‘‘Mod­ 
ern Ph ilosoph ies as Th ey Affect 
World Conditions.” 
Th e speaker averred th at “we 
are not born into th e world free 
and independent—th at state is not 
acquired until some years later.” 
He branded totalitarian forms 
of government — such as Com­ 
munism. 
Fascism 
and 
Natzism, 
and contrasted th em to dem ocra­ 
cies. 
He 
described 
th e 
totalitarian 
state as one h aving an unlimited 
form of government as opposed to 
th e Democratic limited form. 
Our political ideas, h e said, h a\'c 
th eir rorts in th e old Anglo-Saxon 
beliefs of re.'^tricted gf)vernment. 
Dr. K irker th en traced step by 
step th e development of our Dem­ 
ocratic type. 
He reminded h is 
audience th at Gladstone termed 
th e Declaration of Independce th e 
“greatest document ever struck off 
by th e h and of man.”

cause a q uick paraly sis. Dr. Goo. 
H. Bunch of Columb ia, S. C., told 
the 
Southeastern 
Surgical Ccn- 
gress. 
Such complications, which often 
may resemb le infantile paI'aly sis, 
are “not uncommon,” he declared, 
and “if left untreated, are prob ab ­ 
ly alway s fatal.” 
Many phy sicians do not recog­ 
nize the spread of pus from a 
b oil or carb uncle when it causes 
an ab cess of the spinal cord. Dr. 
Bunch said, and a.s it gradually 
spreads through the canal inside 
the verteb rae it affects the nerves 
which b ranch out from the cord, 
causing a creeping paraly sis of the 
legs and sometimes the arms and 
the b reathing muscles.

dition can also dc\'clop from in­ 
juries of the spine, he added.
